44Cuba for Cubans'' Proposed By 
the Iiisuii>*ents. 


GARCÍA TO SPANIARDS 


H(‘ Makes Coneiliatoi'y oilVrs to His 
Oiiee Deadly Eiieiiiies—Ad­ 
vised to Dlsbaiid. 


W 
a s h i x g t o x , D. C., A u g. 19. 
— The government of the Republic 
of Cuba is spreading. 
Gibara, one 
of the few cities of the island ab­ 
solutely in possession of 
Cubans 
and under municipal control, has 
been 
favored 
with 
two 
decrees 
from high sources, the one estab­ 
lishing a branch of the Department 
of the Interior at Gibara, and the 
other from Gen. Calixto Garcia, 
written on August 6, extending the 
freedom of the district to all who 
presented 
themselves 
from 
the 
Spanish 
army, 
and 
offering 
to 
transport them to their homes in 
Spain or allow them to assume a 
civil mode of life on the island. 
The first decree, issued by the Sec­ 
retary of the Interior, is as follows : 
The secretary of the interior, in 
the name of the people of 
free 
Cuba, makes known to the people 
of Gibara that a branch of that de­ 
partment has been established in 
their city, under competent offi­ 
cials. 
The 
old methods of con- 
ductirg business, imposed by fa­ 
naticism and ignorance, have been 
done away with for all time, and 
there are "no longer in charge offi­ 
cials without honor or shame to 
grow rich and leave only a mem­ 
ory w'hich calls forth maledictions. 
There will come an abundance 
of satisfaction to the city, to be 
brought about by the benefits which 
will result from the many projects 
to be pushed to completion w ith­ 
out 
delay. 
The 
officials of the 
branch of the department are not 
looking for pretexts to avoid labor­ 
ing, but will work for the interests 
of the people, and will consider 
tliemselves well paid with the re­ 
spect and consideration of their 
fellow-citizens. 
The mayor of the city and the 
alderman, who have been elected, 
are men of ability, full of good 
faith and sinceriiy." Tliey have the 
confidence and 
sympathy of the 
people of the city, and will fulfill 
tiie trust imposed in them. 
A ll of 
this assures us that the C ity of 
Gibara wall enter an era\ of pros­ 
perity and justice new tolher, and 
which will give her people the im­ 
portance which they iiave earned. 
The second decree, from Gen. 
Garcia, is as follows : 
‘ T make known to the people of 
this 
district 
that 
on 
this 
dat^ 
(August 6) I have issued the fol­ 
lowing order: 
A ll individuals of the Spanish 
army 
who 
present 
themselves 
within our lines, with or without 
arms, are to be allowed to reinain 
with us without being compelled 
to take arms again and do service 
against the Spanish troops. 
They 
can devote themselves to whatever 
pursuit or occupation pleases them, 
or, if they so desire, will be sent 
abroad. 
This last privilege, how- 
cv^er, is forfeited if not taken ad­ 
vantage of within thirty days after 
presentation.

the meeting of the National associa­ 
tion on July 9, 1895. T h e report has

cents in stamps to pay the postage.

W A R HAS CHANGED. 


Gen. W heeler Tells of Present Loiiff 
Kainre Fii>iitiiii>\ 


W a s h i n g t o n , 
A u g . 
19.— Gen. 
Joseph W heeler thought lie 
knew 
a great deal of war from his four 
years of fighting for the confeder­ 
acy, but the 
four weeks at 
S a n ­ 
tiago revealed new things to him. 
“ D uring the civil w a r ,” he said, 
in a talk about his recent experi­ 
ences, 
“ we fought at close range, 
and there w'as trememdous 
noise 
and smoke. 
In this w'ar the range 
of fire 
was 800 
yards 
or 
m o re ; 
there was very little noise, and the 
use of smokeless powder disposed 
of the smoke of battle. 
It seemed 
strange to me, when the fighting 
first began, not being able to see 
any smoke, 
hearing none of 
the 
ordinary noise, and seeing the men 
fall 
about me. 
I 
saw 
probably 
the first man 
struck in the fight. 
H e 
was 
near 
me, 
and 
I 
went 
to him just as he had fallen, and 
could see no mark where he had 
been struck, though he was in the 
last agony of death and died in a 
few minutes. 
I heard no noise. 
I 
had seen nothing 
and 
could not 
even see the wound 
on 
him, and 
yet he was there dying. 
W e undid 
his belt, and there was just the least 
hole wdiere the ball had gone right 
through 
his body. 
T h e range of 
fire w*as so great with the modern 
guns that distance seemed to make 
little difference 
in 
the matter of 
danger. 
There is no such thing as 
seeking safety in the rear of the 
line of fire. 
W hen we got up to 
within 
500 yards, practically the 
whole army was exposed to the fire, 
those in the rear being in danger, 
as well as those forw ard.”
